AUSTRALIAN Soccer Federation president Sir 
Arthur George will campaign for Brisbane’s bid 
to win the 1992 Olympic Games when he 
attends the World Cup in Mexico. 


Brisbane is locked in a 
fierce battle with Barcelo- 
na, and to a lesser degree 
with Paris, Amsterdam 
and Birmingham, to win 
the international Olympic 
committee vote for the 
1992 Games. 

FIFA is seen as a key 
power base within the 92- 
member IOC which will 
vote on the 1992 Olympic 
Games venue in Lausanne, 
Swizerland in October. 

Sir Arthur has already 
unsuccessfully tried for 
the Brisbane Games 
organisers to address the 
FIFA Executive but now 
intends to unofficially do 
the campaigning himself 
at FIFA’s executive meet- 
ing in Mexico City before 
the start of the World 
Cup. 

“FIFA declined to let 
the Brisbane organisers 
address the executive be- 
cause they then would 
have had to extend this 
courtesy to the other 
Games candidates,” Sir 
Arthur said. 

“But I am prepared to 
do anything to help Bris- 
bane’s case and I already 
have told Brisbane’s 
organisers I will help with 
any approches in the FIFA 
executive members in 
Mexico City. 

“FIFA’s commitment is 
towards Barcelona 
naturally enough because 
of the heavy involvement 
of either European or 
South American influ- 
ences on the respective 
members.” 


But Sir Arthur believes 


the European rivalry be- 
tween Barcelona and 
Paris could help Brisbane. 

The Queensland capital, 
which hosted the 1982 
Commonwealth Games, is 
starting to emerge as a 
viable alternative. 

And the recent commit- 
ment to subsidise compet- 
ing countries air fares for 
$30 million has removed 
the argument that Austra- 
lia is too far away to stage 
the Olympics — last held 
here in 1956 in Mel- 
bourne. 

If Brisbane wins the 
Olympic bid, the Soccer 
tournament almost cer- 
tainly will be played 
around Australia, similar 
to the World Youth 
Championship in 1981. 

But the final will have 
to be held at the QE2 
Stadium — and that will 
need modifying as the pre- 
sent track aprons prevent a 
Soccer field from being 
marked out inside. 

“QE2 will need some 
alterations and it is a 
matter of puzzlement to 
me why it wasn’t built to 
hold a Soccer pitch. Lang 
Park is very suitable but 
that is only two grounds,” 
Sir Arthur said. 

“Olympic Park and 
VEL Park are possibilities 
in Melbourne while Parra- 
matta Stadium and the 
new Sports Ground would 
be candidates for Sydney 
venues. 

“What people have to 
realise is that Spain held 
the previous World Cup 
and there are 12 major 


grounds that meet all the 
requirements, which really 
only the new Sports 
Ground in Sydney meets 
in Australia. FIFA runs 
the Olympic Soccer 
tournament and they look 


at 60 percent of the seats 
being covered.” 

At the last Olympics in 
Los Angeles, the football 
tournament was the high- 
est aggregate crowd draw- 
er, exceeding even Athle- 


tics with a total of more 
than 1.2 million.

Williams said. 

““We consider this 
sponsorship very benefi- 
cial as it will maintain a 
high profile of our pro- 
ducts in the Hunter region. 

“The fine administra- 
tion of the Northern NSW 
Soccer Federation and the 
great interest of the sport 
encourages us to support 
this great code in the Hun- 
ter region.”

Let us hope they are able to do some 
valuable work on behalf of Oceania while they 
are there. 


The World Cup qualifying arrangements 
which concern Australia and New Zealand in 
particular are disgraceful. 

It is good having Oceania well represented in 
Mexico but it will mean nothing if the three 
emissaries return empty-handed. 


One suspects that, in order to remain friendly 
with the FIFA hierachy, in particular president 
Joao Havelange, the men from Oceania are 
most reluctant to rock the boat. 


Itis difficult to understand why. Australia and 
New Zealand have nothing to lose by creating a 
disturbance at the conference table. 


Let them insist on a better deal for ¢his 
region. They are not bound to succeed but at 
least this would be better than meekly accep- 
ting the raw deal currently in operation. 

it would be asking too much for the winner of 
the Oceania qualifying group to get direct 
access to the World Cup Finals - even though 
such an arrangement appears to be acceptable 
for FIFA’s World Youth Championship. 


But there must be a halfway house, a 
compromise which would give the Oceania 
winner some sort of a chance of getting into 
the World Cup Finals. 

Under the present set-up, with the winner 
having to play a final qualifier against a leading 
European or South American nation, the odds 
against Australia or New Zealand getting 
through are remote. . .perhaps 100 to 1 against. 

If Sir Arthur, Emery and Dempsey are content 
with this arrangement, the Soccer public in 
Oceania certainly is not. 


Johnny Warren recently put forward a 
suggestion for the winner of Oceania to play a 
final elimination against an Asian or African 
opponent. 

There is merit in the suggestion but ASW 
believes there is a more logical and practical 
solution to this four-year headache. 

We have written it before, and will do so 
again, but the obvious move for FIFA would be 
to Increase the size and strength of Oceania, 
making it a meaningful Confederation and not 
the joke it is today. 

If that happened, nobody could deny the 
Oceania qualifying victor direct entry to future 
World Cup Finals. 

This is the line the Oceania officials should be 
pursuing with zest and vigour during the next 
few weeks in Mexico. 

It is simply not good enough for Havelange 
and his executive to trot out the lame excuse 
that “the Asian countries do not want to switch 
to Oceania.” 

We ask again - who is running world 
football? 

Are the big decisions made by individual 
countries in Asia or are they made by FIFA? 

That Is the question which must be 
answered. 

And if Oceania’s delegates in Mexico are 
prepared to ask such a question, let them go 
the whole hog and demand to know how Israel 
can possibly be classed as an Oceania 
country? 

If we are honest, we need not search far to 
find out why the Israelis appear so regularly in 
Oceania competitions. 

Sadly, Israel has been rejected by Asia and 
also by Europe. But Oceania has not refused 
Israel entry. 

It seems the people running this God- 
forsaken Confederation lack the courage to 
similarly reject Israel. One assumes this is to 
make sure FIFA is placated and not antago- 
nised- 

An old saying is. ..politics should not be 
brought into sport. That’s a joke. 

International Soccer, through FIFA, is riddled 
with politics. 

This being the case, it is inevitable that the 
strong politicians will triumph while those who 
hang back and rarely complain will be treated 
accordingly. 

The time is long overdue for the Oceania 

tatives to let their voices be heard and 
strike a blow of sufficient power to make the 
rest of the world sit up and take notice.

Y AROK’S MAN 
FOR GOAL

WHILE Sydney Croatia won the match against 
Canberra City 2-0, Anthony Franken turned on 
a performance that will be long remembered by 
the near 6,000 crowd at the Croatian Sports 


Centre. 


No one on the ground 
could match the magnifi- 
cence of the 21-year-old 
custodian who time and 
again repelled the 
onslaught upon his goal- 
mouth. 


Recently selected in the 
train-on Olympic squad, 
Franken made no less than 
13 saves from goalscoring 
opportunities and no one 
rued his presence more 
than former team-mate, 
Manis Lamond. 

Franken defied 
Lamond five times 
although the 19-year-old 
winger did put his side 
ahead after 37 minutes. 

A long free-kick from 
captain-coach Vedran 
Rozic landed in the Can- 
berra penalty area and 
what followed was an 
almighty scramble for the 
ball. Graham Arnold, 
Zeljko Jurin and finally 
Lamond all had a go and 
finally the goal was scored 
but it was ever so close to 
being saved by that re- 
markable man between 
the sticks — Anthony 
Franken. 


Canberra themselves 
had little to offer in attack 
although Hilton Phillips 
showed some enterprise 
and he may have in fact 
given his side the lead but 
for a poor piece of 
finishing on the half hour 
after he had rounded the 
keeper Steve Watson. 

The game as a spectacle 
was not helped by referee 
Manny Loupis who rarely 
played the advantage rule 
and constantly halted play 
for frivolities. 

Look-alikes Lamond

Graham Arnold supplied 
Zeljko Surin with an im- 
peccable pass that put him 
all by himself. 


Jurin moved into the 
area with only Franken to 
beat but was dispossessed 
by a superb sliding tackle 
by the keeper after he had 
fooled the attacker by sen- 
ding HIM the wrong way 
with a deft move! 


Croatia went 2-0 ahead 
when a corner in the 59th 
minute by Lamond found 
Socceroo midfielder Zar- 
ko Odzakov who launched 
into a vicious, swerving 
volley that gave Franken 
no chance.

Fitness and 
competitiveness always 
play as big a part in 
sporting success. 

This is a fact of life and 
something all performers 
must accept. 

Another national group 
influencing our Soccer in a 
major way are the Greeks. 

At the junior level, 
representative teams are 
replete with lads of Greek 
parentage. 

Greek players are noted 
for their skills. 

Those born and raised 
here in Australia seem to 
be less volatile than those 
of the homeland. 

Probably this may re- 
flect the greater stability 
of our relatively peaceful 
and isolated country. 

The young player of 
Greek parents is invari- 
ably very strong and 
grows up with the need to 
compete in Australia’s 
competitive society. 

These traits produce 
good sportsmen. 

Britain has been by far 
the major influence on 
Soccer in this country, pre- 
viously, followed by the 
European, particularly the 
Slav influence. 

Are we now on the 
threshold of witnessing an 
influence brought about 
by people from warmer 
climates who love colour, 
creativity and excite- 
ment? 

To be sure we would all 
welcome these qualities on 
our Soccer fields.

TOP TEAM-PICKING 
JOB FROM AROK

NATIONAL coach Frank Arok has done a remarkably efficient job in 
selecting his “new” Socceroo squad to prepare for forthcoming 
matches in the Olympic Games qualifying tournament. 


Arok has named a 21- 
man squad, basically 
young and inexperienced, 
but still bristling with ta- 
lent and potential. 

In the main, the players 
who took Australia so 
close to World Cup qual- 
ification last year have 
been moved to one side in 
order to give youth a go. 

This is an excellent deci- 
sion from Arok. 

Nothing would be 
gained by taking players 
like John Kosmina, Steve 
O’Connor, Graham Jen- 
nings and David Ratcliffe 
into a training camp. 

Arok knows their capa- 
bilities inside out. He 
could learn nothing from 
calling them up for yet 
another training camp. 

Instead, the national- 
coach has cast his net wide 
to pull in just about all of 
the outstanding candidates 
in the Northern Division 
of the National League 
for the next World Cup 


and, perhaps, the World 
Cup after that. 

Make no mistake, this 
squad is excitingly blessed 
with international 
promise. 

I was delighted to see 
players like Tony Frank- 
en, Paul Carter, Gerry 
Gomez, Tony Dakos, 
Robert Wheatley, David 
Lowe, Manis Lamond and 
Robbie Slater included 

Indeed, there is hardly 
one player in Arok’s list 
with a question mark 
against his ability. 

Maybe Mark Brown, 
John Paul de Marigny, 
Alex Bundalo, Grant Lee 
and Wally Savor may still 
have some way to go be- 
fore earning international 
selection but, for all that, 
they are still very useful 
performers. 

The recall of Marshall 
Soper from the wilderness 
is another intelligent 
move from Arok. 

Soper will not gain 


automatic entry to the Soc- 
ceroo club of which he 
was once a prominent 
member: but he now has 
the chance to rehabilitate 
himself after the trauma 
of his withdrawal from 
last season’s World Cup 
squad. 

Nobody denies Soper is 
a talented footballer. Now 
he has to satisfy Arok that 
he is in the right frame of 
mind to do a big job for 
Australia. 

As Ray Gatt observed 
in the SYDNEY MOR- 
NING HERALD: “Jud- 
ging by the players Arok 
has selected, Australian 
Soccer looks in remark- 
able shape.” 

‘That just about sums up 
the situation. 

There must be a great 
reservoir of talent going 
around if the national 
coach can afford to leave 
out so many World Cup 
heroes and replace them 
with so many very good 
youngsters.

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IF Brazil’s recent de- 
feats in Europe are to 
be used as any form 
guide for the Mexican 
World Cup then it 
seems the magical 
maestros from Sam- 
ba country could be 
tuled out as any sort 
of danger. 

That’s about as wrong 
as anyone could be. The 
stark contrasts of wintry, 
cold and miserable Europe 
and the heat, altitude and 
rarified atmosphere in 
Mexico make a big differ- 
ence.

The disgraced duo stag- 
gered back to their hotel 
five hours late for their 
curfew. 

Clearly legless, they 
had no excuse to offer and 
were told: “You are 
banished for being drunk 
and disobedient.” 

But Brazilian Federa- 

tion chief Navi Avi Che- 
did intervened and after a 
blistering personal dres- 
sing down to both, issued 
them with a severe war- 
ning that one further 
breach of discipline would 
end their international 
careers. 
Leandro, however, later 
pulled out of the squad, 
saying he was not fit for 
Mexico.

a formidable force. 

Santana’s reappoint- 
ment was very popular 
throughout Brazil, even 
considering that he was 
blamed for the team’s fai- 
lure in Spain in 1982. 
After the Cup he vowed 
he would never work for 
his country again. Strong 
words indeed! 

For all the dramatisa- 
tion that followed their 
elimination in 1982, Santa- 
na came back after seeing 
the plight of his former 
team which saddened him.

SINCE their disas- 
trous effort in the 
1982 World Cup at 
home, Spain have had 
a major rebuild and 
gone on to bigger and 
better things. 


Miguel Munoz is in 
charge of a side that now 
is built around skill and 
class rather than the sheer 
butchery many Spanish 
teams have previously 
been noted for. 

Their most recent result 
was a first-class 3-0 whip- 
ping of the strong Polish 
side. 

The side is dominated 
(and quite rightly) by Real 
Madrid players, in total 
there are six in the team. 

The Real side took out 
the Spanish League and 
the UEFA Cup this sea- 
son and look good bets for 
the 1987 European Cup 
Final already. 

Since Munoz took over 
the Spanish national team 
in the wake of their 1982 
Cup fiasco, their record 
has been full of lucky 
breaks. 

A 12-1 win over Malta 
gained a seemingly im- 
possible place in the 1984 
European Championship 
on goal difference. 

During the actual Finals 
in France, a 90th minute 
header by sweeper Anto- 
nio Maceda gave them a 
last-gasp victory over West 
Germany and saved them 
from an undignified exit. 

Even though this was 
their only win of the 
entire tournament, it was 
enough for them to reach 
the Final and finish run- 
ners-up to France. 


Now they have qual- 
ified for Mexico despite 
emphatic defeats in Scot- 
land and Wales, with a 
shaky 2-1 win in Iceland 
proving to be the decisive 
reult. 

Yet Spain have enough 
talent to be a world force 
and one of the forces in 
the World Cup. Their de- 
fence is hard, strong, often 
ruthless, the midfield full 
of craftsmen and skill yet 
they lack the strike force 
up front. 

Emilio Butragueno for

one positions. The Spa- 


niards possess a wealth of 
gifted midfielders so 
Munoz in an attempt to 
beat his striking problem 
has been experimenting 
with the 4-5-1 formation.

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His Madrid team-mate

Spain’s official verdict

help the PNG FA. 


In the end the cancella- 
tion was probably the best 
solution for both organisa- 
tions. 


But it was a disappoin- 
ting turn of events for 
league players who were 
expected to dominate the 
tour squad because of the 
expected unavailability of 
players from the two 
National League clubs. 

The QSF now is work- 
ing on finalising tour 
plans for next season. 

They include an early 
season tour by Fiji, where 
the Maroons toured last 
year, and a possible 
Queensland tour of New 
Zealand. 


LIVERPOOL DOES IT!

DESPITE having several shaky moments in 
defence the Reds of Liverpool became only 
the fifth side to carry off the League and Cup 
double and only the third to do it this century 
by coming from behind to defeat neighbours 


Everton 3-1. 


Liverpool’s imported 
Dane, Jan Molby, was the 
difference between the 
two sides, having a hand in 
all three Liverpool goals. 

The victory capped off 
a memorable season for 
player-manager Kenny 
Dalglish, who has snared 
the Championship and the 
FA Cup in his first season 
in charge. 

The game had more 
than its moments 
Bruce Grobbelaar’s heart- 
attack antics, Alan Han- 
sen’s failure to come to 
terms with Gary Lineker, 
Jim Beglin’s clash with his 
keeper (not his fault), Ian 
Rush’s gold-strike, Jan 
Molby’s magnificence, 
Peter Reid’s pass, Paul 
Bracewell’s ‘‘invisible 
man” act and Craig John- 
ston’s goal. 


DEATH-DEFYING 


Even before the kick- 
off the passion that en- 
compassed the Merseyside 
Cup Final rose to the most 
immense heights as fans of 
both clubs went to death- 
cheating lengths to get 
into Wembley, be it legal- 
ly or illegally. 

The atmosphere was of 
the spine-tingling type as 


Everton were holding 
the fort in midfield and 
this superiority was ex- 
pressed with some nice 
interchange passing. 

The first real drama 
came after 18 minutes: one 
of Lineker’s scorching 
runs had Grobbelaar rac- 
ing off his line to boot the 
ball away. From the cross 
by Gary Stevens, Graeme 
Sharp went sprawling into 
the Wembley turf as he 
went for a header with 
Steve Nicol. 

Sharp did the customary 
bolt to the referee but to 
no avail. 

By this time Grobbe- 
laar’s antics were causing 
Red hearts to bleed more 
than flutter. 

Everton drove home 
their superiority in the 
27th minute when a Liver- 
pool midfield move broke 
down, Peter Reid sent a 
super 45 metre pass into 
the path of Gary Lineker. 
Hansen was flagging be- 
hind as Lineker let loose 
with a left foot drive that 
he didn’t connect with 
properly. Grobbelaar 
however only managed to 
parry the ball away with 
his left hand and Lineker 
recovered sufficiently to

his right-foot shot across 
the face of goal with 
Grobbelaar beaten. 
After Grobbelaar had 
been in the action again, 
making a save from a 
Kevin Sheedy free-kick 
and then clashing with 
Jim Beglin, the tide 
seemed to have turned 
well away from the 
Anfield side, looking 
decidedly rattled.

But a champion team 
such as Liverpool cannot 
be underestimated and 
they struck a vital blow 
when it looked as if they 
were out of the running. 

In the 57th minute Ron- 
nie Whelan knocked the 
ball to Jan Molby. Molby 
then forced a brilliant pass 
that put Ian Rush clear. 

Rush rounded the keep- 
er, Bobby Mimms, and 
when off-balance stuck 
the ball away with his left- 
foot as Craig Johnston 
charged in to try and nab 
the goal. 

Everton could have 
grabbed the lead again 
inside five minutes follow- 
ing an awful mistake by

More than once he left 
Liverpool’s skipper Alan 
Hansen floundering 
hopelessley behind and 
even the pacey Mark Law- 
renson struggled. 

The Blues were taking 
the game to Liverpool, 
their commitment and de- 
termination borne out of 
the frustration of losing 
the championship to their 
neighbours.

Kevin Ratcliffe was in 
inspired mood and he saw 
lifting the Cup as his only 
possible recompense.

Liverpool didn’t fold 
however and both Ian 
Rush and Craig Johnston 
were in the thick of the 
action soon. Rush was 
blocked brilliantly by his 
Welsh team-mate Kevin 
Ratcliffe as he turned to 
shoot in the area and 
Johnston was sent flying 
over Bobby Mimms who 
had dived at his feet. 

Everton went into the 
break 1-0 ahead and came 
out in the second half all 
guns blazing and for 
Liverpool it seemed like 
the- last frontier. 

The usually calm de- 
fence marshalled by Han- 
sen was at sixes and sevens 
but Everton did not grab 
that second goal that 
might have ended Liver- 
pool. 

Trevor Steven shot just 
wide before Liverpool 
showed vulnerability in 
defence when Beglin, 
Hansen and Lawrenson 
messed around outside the 
area. 

Kevin Sheedy broke 
into the area and curled 


both Hansen and Grobbe- 
laar. Hansen was harried 


by Lineker just outside the 
area and Grobbelaar raced 


out, again into no man’s 


Sharp whose header from 
the edge of the area was 
saved by the back-pedall- 
ing Grobbelaar, atoning 
for his poor positional 
play. 

Liverpool feasted on 
their good fortune and 
went ahead only a minute 
later when Rush found 
Molby who took on Gary 
Stevens and cut the ball 
across the face of goal. 
Dalglish missed with his 
attempted flick but Au- 
stralian Craig Johnston 
was on hand to put the 
ball away, giving Liver- 
pool the lead. 

“Roo” sure enjoyed the 
goal, testimony to this was 
the leap after he scored, 
any higher and he was out 
of the stadium. Good on 
you Johno! 

Then Howard Kendall 
made his move. He 
brought on Adrian Heath 
in the 72nd minute. A 
good decision except that 
he took off the wrong 
man. 

He replaced defender 


land. Hansen “cleared” the 
ball straight to the head of 


Gary Stevens when he 
really should have been 
choosing between Paul 
Bracewell who didn’t do a 
thing all day or the erratic 
Trevor Steven. 


The real man of the 
match, Jan Molby, was at 
it again in the 80th minute 
when he weaved through 
the Everton defence with 
some brilliant footwork 
only to be denied a goal 
through a fine save by 
Mimms. 

Everton had lost their 
surge, even the explosive 
Lineker was not streaking 
away any longer and they 
were caught on the break 
in the 84th minute. 

Rush, deep in defence, 
played the ball to Molby 
on the half-way. The Dane 
instinctively played a first 
time ball to Whelan. The 
Irishman dribbled upfield 
and then found the calm 
figure of Rush (who had 
started the move.) 

The Welsh internatio- 
nal steadied himself and 
rammed the ball past 
Mimms. It was 3-1 and 
Everton were gone. 

It had been a long wait 
for Liverpudlians, 12 years 
in fact since they beat 
Newcastle in the Cup. 

They won the Cup as 
they won the League. A 
slow beginning with a 
dynamically strong finish. 
Everton faltered when 
they had the game in their 
grasp. 

Liverpool may claim 
that this has to be one of 
their greatest teams of all 
time. This year alone, they 
have won the League, the 
FA Cup, they are in the 
English Super Cup Final 
(against Everton) and they 
made the semi-finals of 
the Milk Cup. 

The mind boggles as to 
how they would have done 
in the UEFA Cup, a 
match against Real Mad- 
rid would have been a 
stormer!

United notepaper. | still 
have it. It seems that 
nobody wants to rock the 
Doat. 

You cannot expect 
Australians to go and 
watch teams with names 
like Juventus, Hellas, 
Croatia etc. All they 
,would hear would be 
foreign languages and 
they would feel like 
strangers in their own 
country. You would be 
amazed to know the vast 
‘numbers of real Austra- 
lians who stay up till 
‘midnight to watch the 
English Cup Final every 
year. They feel a kinship 
with the names of the 
clubs and players and 
feel at home with what is 
going on. 

The game now is no- 
thing like it used to be. | 
played when | was a bit 
younger (I'll be 80 in 
October) on two grounds 
near Loch Lomond in 
two small towns named 
Renton and Vale of 
Leven. 

They were playing 
organised football there 
more than 150 years ago. 
Vale of Leven once

played in the English 
Cup. At that time and up 
to the 1960s every team 
played the same forma- 
tion — two full-backs, 
three half-backs and 
FIVE forwards. Teams 
were equally balanced 
between defence and 
attack. The defensive 
formation now in vogue 
originated in Europe and 
it shocked me when the 
British adopted it. 


The excitement and 
adventure have disap- 
peared from the game 
and play is predictable. 
Combined wing play and 
the good old shoulder 
charge have gone and 
you never see the Stan 
Matthews swerve any 
more. 

If you can head and 
kick and pass the ball 
that's all you need. The 
pitch is crowded with 
players and there are no 
great individual stars 
nowadays. 

One year long ago | 
went to Hampdon Park, 
Glasgow on two succes- 
sive Saturdays. | played 
in a Scottish Amateur 
Cup Final on that 
ground before turning 
professional. The first of 
these occasions was to see 
the Scottish Cup Final 
between Celtic and 
Aberdeen and the second 
to see the international 
Scotland v England. 

That was before the 
all-ticket_ games began. 
At both these games the 
attendance was 115,000 
and all gates were closed. 
From my position at the 
back of the stand | could 
see through a rear win- 
dow hundreds of men 
rushing round the out- 
side trying to find a gate 
that was still open. In 
vain of course. 

What | want to 
emphasise is that those 
two stupendous crowds 
did not go there to watch 
eight-man defensive 
football.

INJURY TREATMENT 
THE PROPER WAY 


BLACKTOWN CITY have launched a three-pronged attack on the junior 
clubs in their area with the aim of generating more support for the team. 


The first part of this 
attack involves the first 
team squad sacrificing a 
training night. They will 
spend their Tuesday even- 
ings visiting junior clubs 
to conduct coaching clincs 
for the young players. 

Each clinic lasts for 
over an hour during which 
the juniors receive good 
quality coaching and 
advice from Casey de 
Bruin and the players. 
The best performed 
youngsters are rewarded 
with a package of Black- 
town City material includ- 
ing a student season pass, 
autographed photos, 
match programmes, a pen- 
nant and a sticker. 

At the conclusion of the 
clinic, Casey puts the first 
teamers through their 
paces for approximately 


45 minutes. 

This part of the night 
has proved very popular 
with junior coaches hop- 
ing to gain a few new 
ideas for their own teams. 


The second stage of the 
plan has David Lee, the 
Demons’ youth director of 
coaching, conducting a 
series of coaching sessions 
for coaches. David spends 
two hours each session 
talking about coaching, 
providing first-class de- 
monstrations with the aid 
of a local junior team (not 
youth league) and offering 
solutions to problems 
posed by those in attend- 
ance.

All these help in assist- 
ing the prevention of an 
injury. Common injuries 
which occur in Soccer 
are:— 

Bruises to the lower leg 
by a kick, muscular in- 
juries through not having 
proper pre-game warm-up 


exercises - and ankle 
sprains. 
MANAGEMENT: The 


immediate treatment for 


almost all Soccer injuries 
is the same whether you 
pulld a muscle or strain a 
ligament, or damage a 
joint. 

It is a four-part pro- 
gramme which we will 
refer to as “‘R.I.C.E.” 

R— rest. Rest is neces- 
sary because continued 
exercise or other activity 
could extend the injury. 

Stop using the injured 
part the minute it is hurt. 

I — Ice. Decreases the 
bleeding from injured 
blood vessels because it 
causes them to contract. 


The more blood that 
collects in a wound, the 
longer it takes to heal. 

(No heat to be applied 
to injury). Ice treatment to 
be applied for 15 minutes 
every two hours for 24 
hours. If the pain con- 
tinues seek medical atten- 
tion. 


C — Compression. 
Limit swelling, which if 
uncontrolled could retard 
healing.

E — Elevation. Eleva- 
tion of the injured part to 
above the level of the 
heart uses the force of 
gravity to help drain 
excess fluid. 


Because swelling usual- 
ly starts within seconds of 
an injury, start “RICE” as 
soon as possible. 

First place a towel over 
the injured area. Then 
apply an ice pack over the 
towel. Do not apply the ice 
directly to the skin as it 
can cause the skin to burt. 

As long as the main part 
of the treatment is fol- 
lowed, management of the 
injury has begun. 


If you are concerned 
about any injury, do not 
hesitate to seek medical 
attention. 

All injuries in junior 
Soccer should be examined 
by a sports medicine physi- 
cian, because these injuries 
have the potential to be- 
come permanent if proper 
treatment is not adminis- 
tered.

N.B. From any goal kick, free kick, or the start of play, Coaches should ensure the kicker has room to kick the ball, 
1.E. 7 to 9 METRES.

As with 6 and 7 years if both teams have an equal number of extra players, those players should be allowed to 
play the full match.

BARCELONA PAYS 


THE ‘PENALTY’ 
FOR A FLOP! 


BARCELONA, hot-shot tips to win the European Cup, failed in the final in 
Seville when the unrated Romanians, Steaua of Bucharest, beat them in 


a penalty shoot-out. 


There were no goals 
during the normal 90 mi- 
nutes and still no goals 
during the half hour of 
extra time. 

So everything depended 
on the penalty kicks. 

It is often said that 
deciding an important 
match on penalty kicks is 
unsatisfactory yet it must 
be said that there was 
more excitement during 
the shoot-out than in the 
whole previous 120 mi- 
nutes of alleged action. 

Believe it or not, Bar- 
celona’s costly ‘players 
missed their first four 
penalty kicks. 

To be more precise, all 
four were saved by an 
inspired Steaua goalkeeper 
Helmut Ducadam. Steaua 
also missed their first two 
penalties but scored with 
the next two, leaving Bar- 
celona baffled, bewildered 
and beaten. 

Yet this was no more 
than the Spanish team de- 
served. They played 
dreadfully all through. 
The Bucharest side were 
just as bad and it all added 
up to one of the worst 
European Cup Finals 
ever played. 

There was no sense of 
commitment and no de- 
termination to win the 
ball. 

For all the effort put 
into the match, this could 
well have been a pre- 
season training run. 

Barcelona’s star im- 
ports Berndt Schuster and 
Steve Archibald will want 


to forget the game in a 
hurry. 

Schuster, who had a 
first half chance, headed 
over the bar and, similarly 
in the second half, Archi- 
bald should have scored 
with a header close-in. 

These were rare glimp- 
ses of the football every- 
one expected from the 
game. 

Indeed Schuster wasn’t 
seen during the second 
half and it was no surprise 
when coach Terry Ven- 


ables replaced him with a 
substitute . . . denting the 
German midfielder’s ego. 


Steaua never looked 
like scoring goals but they 
played a disciplined style 
of Soccer, exceptionally 
strong in defence, which 
broke Barcelona hearts. 

Barcelona, despite 
spending millions of pese- 
tas on glamour players 
during the past three de- 
cades, have still to win 
club Soccer's biggest prize 
— the European Cup.

BULGARIA’s World Cup coach Ivan Vutsov is 
upset at predictions that his team is merely 
making up the number in Mexico.

It is 
expected that, like many 
other teams, Bulgaria will 
play with only two recog- 
nised front runners. 


REAL DO IT 


AGAIN 


REAL MADRID retained the UEFA Cup they 
won last year when they beat defeated FC 
Cologne 5-3 on aggegate. 


Cologne were always 
going to struggle to peg 
back a 5-1 defecit they had 
inflicted upon them in the 
first leg at the Santiago 
Bernabeau. 

However they put 
together a valiant effort 
and if things had gone 
their way in the second leg 
at the Olympia Stadium in 
West Berlin they could 
have snatched victory. 

The reason they had to 
play in West Berlin and 
not at home in Koln is 
because UEFA inflicted 
such punishment upon 
them after crowd trouble 
in their semi-final match 
there. 

But Real held on like 
the champion side they are 
and it will be a delight to 
see them in the European 
Cup next season. 


The West Germans 
playing some 350kms 
away from home won the 
match 2-0 but it was not 
enough. 

Cologne dominated the 
first half and were re- 
warded when Uwe Bein 
struck in the 23rd minute. 

Olaf Janssen crossed 
and the little midfield 
man was unmarked to 
head home from six 
metres. 


Madrid held out and 
went just the one goal 
down at the break. 

In the second half the 
Spanish club in fact took 
the game to the Germans 
and gave the disappointing 
crowd of 20,000 a few 
heart flutters. 


Ralf Geilenkirchen 
made it 2-0 after 72 mi- 
nutes when he latched 
onto a crossfield pass from 
Israeli international David 
Pisanti. 

If the goalkeeper Agus- 
tin could be blamed for 
the second goal then he 
must be congratulated for 
not only stopping a third 
but for a very fine display 
all-round. 

It was Geilenkirchen in 
the action again when he 
received a cross from the 
left just a couple of metres 
from goal, he had time to 
control it and pick his 
spot, the latter he did not. 
His shot was straight at 
the brave diving Agustin 
who denied Cologne what 
was a lay down misere 
goal! That was well and 
truly the turning point 
with just under ten mi- 
nutes remaining. 

If the youngster had 
grabbed that one then 
Cologne would have 
needed just one more to 
take the Cup, but this did 
not happen. Cup football 
is not made of ifs and buts. 

Agustin was Real’s 
hero, he denied another 
two certain goals, from 
Klaus Allofs (Cologne’s 
captain) and a Pierre Litt- 
barski thunderbolt in the 
second period.

World Cup campaign 
when their star, Hugo San- 
chez was carried off after 
onty 21 minutes with an 
injured left knee. He 
should be fit though for 
the big one.
